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PRECAUTION 


HE outbreak of infaitile 

paralysis in some sections 
of British Columbia and its 
spread to Edmonton, Calgary 
and towns surrounding these Al 
berta centres, is causing some 
anxiety throughdéut the province 
especially to those who have 
young children. So serious has 
this outbreak been considered 
that officials in the centres con- 
cerned have deemed it necessary 
to close schools and prohibit 
children under theh age of eigh- 
teen from congregating in public 
places of any kind. 

While there are no signs of 
this dread dicease in or around 
Redcliff as yet, there is no guar- 
antee that it will not come this 
way. For this neason parents 
should not only take every pre- 
caution ut the yshould also keep 
close watch on their chiidren for 
any signs of the disease. As # 
hetp to parents, the Review has 
interviewed Dr. Rogers, our |o- 
cal health officer, to get some 
information as to the symptons 
Dr. Rogers informs us that in 
the initial stages there is sudden 
fever, accompanied frequentiy 
with vomiting. There is a re 
missio nof fever in a day or two, 
but this is soon followed by its 
return. It is also accompanied 
by headache and backache, and a 
tenderness of the muscles. This 
is followed by paralyffs of the 
arm or leg or the muscles of the 
- face, coming in some cases in 
some cases in two or three days, 
and in other cases during the 
first week. If any of these 
symptons are noticed, parents 
should consult their family doc- 
tor at once as prospects of check- 
ing the disease are much more 
hopeful if attended to during the 
early stages. 

It is thought that one way in 
which this disease has spread to 
outside points was by people in 
the afflicted districts sending 
thheir childrenn to friends in 
other centresin the hope that 
they would escape t. This should 
be guarded against here. 

This article is not written tc 
alarm our readers. There is 
nothing to be alarmed about at 
preseent arourid here. It it 
written rather in the spirit of 
the old saying that “An ounce 
of prevention is better than # 
pound of cure,”

Wettest t Spot In America 


Point In British Columbia Is Said To 
Hold the Record 

Death Valley, in the great Cali 
fornia desert, is famous ag the dry 
est place in North America. There 
| probably Is just as much distinction 
\in being the wettest. and yet few peo 
ple probably know that the rainfall 
last year at Henderson Lake, nea: the 
west coast on Vancouver Island, to 
ltalled more than twenty-three feet. 

According to F. Napier Denison, 
superintendent of the provincial 
weather service, Henderson Lake is 
the wettest spot in North America, 
and probably holds the record by a 
comfortable — or uncomfortable as 
the case may he -- margin, Hender- 
son Lake is extremely wet because 
it lies at the foot of a mountain which 
rakes the rain clouds as they go soud- 
ding in from the Pacific laden with 
moisture.

| Thirty-nine prosecutions arising 
from adulteration of meats (including 
llamburg steak and siusager), maple 
eyrup, maple butter, molasses, candy 
jand jams, were instituted only after 
the objectionable practices were 
found to be wilful and persistent. In 
many cases breaches of the law ate 
committed through lack of know- 
ledge, but the damage done is not 
jextensive although it can be easily
